Hobart, who 
will deed it to the Nevada Mill and 
Mining Company, a corporation 
that intends to construct and oper- 
ate several mills upon the Com- 
stock by water-power brought in by 
‘an enlarged pipe service from Mar- 
lette lake. Vhe work of grading 
for the foundations of one of these 
water mills to crush ore from 
the Chollarard Potosi miues has 
already begun upon a site near the 
works of these properties. This 
and other inills to be erected will 
be constructed largely from parts 
of machinery, etc., of the Califor- 
nia battery and pan mill. This 
will greatly basten the completion 
of the mills, and put in use some- 
thing which would have otherwise 
remained idle and would gradually 
have rustelaway. The new mills 
will give empliyment to many 
people, and they show besides that 
there must be considerable ore in 
other Comstock mines than those 
which are pow produciog all the 
bullion.

A Riot Feared in Louisville. 
LOUISVILLE, April 30, 
The Mayor late this afternoon issued 
a proclamation, calling on all good cit- 
izens to remain at home to-night and 
avoid all gatherings, adding that he 
would do all in his power to preserve 
good order,etc. W hile the Mayor wasin- 
dicting the proclamation, five hundred 


men gathered in front of Leiderkrauz 
Hall. The janitor refused them ad- 
mittance and the police were endeav- 
oring to disperse them, when Dr. 
Berry, a well-known physician, 
mounted a barrel and said since the 
brutal assault on Miss Bowman none 
of our women and children felt any se- 
curity. He then harangued the crowd, 
urging the people to take the law in 
their own hands and hang the negroes 
now in the jail. Other speeches were 
made, and it was determined to meet 
at ten o’clock to-morrow at the Court- 
House. Despite the Mayor’s procla- 
mation the squares about the jail to- 
night are densely packed with men. 
Beyond keeping them about half a 
block back no efforts have been made 
to disperse them. 

LATER—Everything is quiet to-day 
about the jailand Court-House square, 
The meeting agreed upon by the mob 
leaders last evening has not mate- 
rialized, and it is generally believed all 
danger of mob violence has passed. 


Second-Class Tickets. 
New YorK, April 29. 
The Passenger Committee met to- 
day. The question of second-class ex- 
cursion tickets from the Pacific Coast 
to the Atlantic seaboard was consid- 


ered, and it was decided to discontinue 
them. The subject was brought up at 
the request of the transcontinental 
lines. 

The committee also decided to con- 
tinue the reduced rates in regard to 
disabled volunteer soldiers traveling 
to the Volunteer Soldiers’ Homea, 
Delegates going to important conven- 
tions will be allowed the usual cun- 
cessions. It was decided to adhere 
rigidly tothe new rules nott« allow 
Commissions, and the opinion was 
generally expressed that it was best 
for the interest of all concerned that 
the system had been ab lished.

The Schnacbele Affair. 
Paris, April 30. 

Schnaebele, who was released from 
prison yesterday by order of Germany, 
and who at once departed from Metz, 
where he was incarcerated, arrived at 
midnightat Pagny Sur Moselle,where 
he was arrested. His wife and son 
met him at the station, where were 
also assembled the whole populace of 
the town, headed by all the officers of 


the municipality. Schnaebele was 
ovated by a crowd who cried out: 
“Vive la France! Vive Schnaebele!”’ 
After a short stop he proceeded to 
Paris. He declined to be interviewed 
by members of the press. He declared 
he had been well treated by Germans. 
Paris newspapers appear to be well 
pleased by the manner in which the 
Schnaebele affair bas been settled, and 
pronounce it an honorable settlement. 
They praise the prudence and fairness 
displayed by Flourens, Munister of 
Foreign Affairs, in his conduct of 
France’s side of the case. A majority 
ofthe papers draw from the incident 
the lesson that inthe future France 
must’ redouble her vigilance in order 
toavoid surprises of the kind caused 
by the arrest of Schnaebele. Accord- 
ing to the Republique Francaise, all of 
the® French Prefects have been in- 
structed to prevent the people in their 
respective Districts from using the oc- 
casion of Schnaebele’s liberation tor 
making anti-German demonstrations, 
Schnaebele reached Paris this after- 
noon. He at once called upon Pre- 
mier Goblat, and had an interview 
with him, in which he re-affirmed the 
story of his arrest as originally told. 
It is again asserted that Schnaebele 
will be relieved of his post of Commis- 
sary at Pagny Sur Moselle, and that 
he will be retired on a pension.

Church Notices. 
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THE FISHING SEASON. 


A Timely Werd of Cantion,. 
ReENo, Nev., April 28. 

Editor Gazette:—Nu merous com- 
plaints have been made by Renoites 
of the open violation of our fishing 
laws, and our officers have been 
censured for direliction of duty in 
not strictly evforcinog the law as far 
asin their power. It is suid that 
white men, as well as Indians, have 
been boldly violating the laws by 
cathing and killing fisb, includiog 
trout, by selves, spears, grub-hooks 
‘and other unlawful methods, and 
selling fish so unlawfully taken to 
our_hotels, restaurants and fish- 
mongers. CitiZeus should under- 
stand that it is as unlawful to pur- 
chase, or have in their possession, 
fish so unlawfully taken, as it is to 
unlawfully take them; and they 
are liable to the same punishment. 
As we are now in what is known as 
the “close seasou,’”’ and the laws 
compel our officers to strictly en- 


force the laws under penalty of $500 
forany wilful neglect or refusal to 
prosecute auy avd all who violate 
tue fish laws,they will hereafter s¢e 
that the law is enforced. For the 
venefit of all we here give tue sec- 
tions of the statutes bearing upon 
the matter, which are as followe: 

Sec. 4, 778 General Statutes—It shail 
be unlawiul ter any person or persons, 
between the first day of January and 
June of each year, to catch or Killany 
river, lake, brook or salmou trout in 
any of the streams, rivers, lakes or 
other waters within this State, with 
any seine, gill-net, or any Speer, grab- 
hook, wire-fence, basket-trap, explo- 
sive waterial, or other implements or 
substances, orin any manuer except 
py hook and lioe; and it shail not be 
lawful at any time for any persou or 
persons to catch or kill sach fish in 
any of the waters of this State by the 
use of traps, gill-nets, grab-hooks, or 
any poisonous, deleterious or stupe- 
fying drug, explosive materia, or 
other subsiance, or catch or have in 
possession any fish so caught during 
the close season; and it shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons to 
expose for sale or to catch or kill for 
sale, or to cateh or kill for salting in 
aby manner whatever, any of the 
river, lake, Drook or salimon truut ip 
any river, lake or other waters within 
this State, between the 2th day of 
April and the first day of October in 
each year; aod it sha!l not be lawful 
for any railway corporation , express 
company or other common carriers, 
or private parties, to ship or transport 
for sale, any of the river, lake, brook 
or salmon trout takeo from the rivers, 
lakes or other waters of this State dur- 
ing the said season, viz: between the 
20ta day of April and the first day of 
October in eaca year; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing in this Act be con- 
strued to prohibit the taking of fish 
from private ponds constructed ex- 
pressly for the raising of fish by the 
owners thereot; and provided further 
that any person wanting spawn for 
the propagation of fish may take fish 
from the spawning beds or elsewhere 
during the spawning season; and pro- 
vided further that no person shall 
catch or kill any fish in any of the 
waiters of this State, at any time by 
means of giant powder or any other 
explosive substance, or material, or 
stupefying or deleterious drug. Any 
person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be deemed guilty of mis- 
demeanor,and upon conviction thereof 
shali be provided wy a fine of not less 
than $100 nor more than $500, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail! 
not less than 30 days nor more than 
six months, cr by beth such fine an / 
imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court, one-half of the fine received to 
Lo be paid to the informer and one-half 
to be paid into the school fund of the 
State.”” [Approved March 5, 1877.] 

A later statute (approved February 
Sd, 1885) is still more sweeping as Lo 
the time and manner of catching any 
fish inthe waters of this State. The 
above section (4) it will be observed, 
only applies to trout. Section 1 of the 
law of 1885, being section 786 of the 
general statutes, reads as follows: 


Section 1—It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons, firm,company, 
corporation or association, to take or 
catch any fish inthe waters of this 
State with seine, trap or gill net, or in 
any other manner, except with book 
and line; provided that seines may be 
used in taking fish for spawning, 
scientific or transplanting purposes. 


The punishment for the violation of 
this law is similar to the foregoing Act 
of 1879. The fo ing sections ex- 
plain themselves. It will be observed 
thatthe laws do not prohibit any per- 
son from catching fish with the book 
and line for theirown immediate use 
at any time ofthe year, but this li- 
cense would probably not permit hotel

others to catch trout, even by hook 


_ and line or purchase trout from otbers, 


even Indians, in the close season. In- 
dians by the statute of 1877 are allowed 
to catch trout,“‘for their own use,”’ but
